And when they are aflembled to- 
gether for religious Worfhip,and Gop gives them a Senfe of 
divine Things under the Word preached ; their Hearts are 
drawn out to plead with their Brethren to come over on the 
Lorp’s Side ; and with rejoicing I can fometimes ftand ftill 
and fee the Salvation of Gop. | 

Their Faith and Hope in GOD encourageth and quicken- 
eth them in Duty to obtain the Promifes of the good Things 
of this Life, and of that which isto come. So that there is 
among them aChange for good refpecting the outward as well 
as the inwardMan. ‘They grow more decent and cleanly in 
their outward Drefs, provide better for their Houfholds,and 
get clearer of Debt. 

The moft of the Jndians,that-are here in a Body, are come 
into the Kingdom of Gop ; and the moft of thofe’ thag are 
without are hopefully convinced thatGop is in the others of 
a Truth, and of the Neceffity of their being Partakers of his 
Grace. Andthe Lorn feems to be fpreading forth. his 
Power, to fuchas are fcattered abroad: 

The Lorp has wrought fo wonderfully and apparently a- 
mong the/ndians, that it greatly ftops theMouths of Oppo/ers, 
and they are ready to gnafh their Teeth and melt-away. They 
are forced univerfally to grant, that there is fomething good 
among the Indians ; ifit does but hold. But alafs! They 
feem to comfort themfelves that they will return and be as bad and 
worfe than ever. 

But as every Thing fhall work together for Good to them 
that love Gon, to them that are called according to Purpofe ; 
and all the Attempts of Satan againft the Lorp Jesus, are 
over-ruled to the Advanccment of theREDEEMER’S King- 
dom: So I truft through Grace, this has been even- 
tually for their further Effablifbment in Grace ; by prov- 
ing a Means of Warning and Watchfulnefs to them, and of 
guickning me to greater Laborioufnefs among them ; fear- 


ing leaft the Throne of Gop’s Glory fhould be difgraced, 


and the Enemies of Gop, and. Defpifers of his Grace fhould | 


get Occafion to cry, Aha, Aha, fo would we have it. 
And Gon has been very gracious, ‘and has even appeared 


remarkably for them ; in keeping them hitherto by his: 


Power, through Faith, and I hope will unto Salvation. 


Infomuch that nothing of Scandal has appeared againft 


them 
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them ; but they have approved themfelves faithful in theCo- 
venant of Gop, by having their Converfation as becomes the 
Gofpel of CHrist. And they appear living and lively to- 
wards Gop, hungering and thirfting afterRighteoufness, fea: 
ful of the leaft Sin ; being taught by Experience, that the 
leaft Sin known and continued in, feperates from Gop, anu 
caufes him to hide his Face from them. Efpecially the: 
have been kept perfectly free, for ought that bas appeared to 
me, from the Sin of Drunkennefs, the Sin which fo eafily be- 
fetsthem. Many of them fay that they have no Defire after 
ftrong Drink, but loath it : others that a little Dram fatisfies 
and refrefhes them more than to guzzle it down as they ufed 
to do, & they do not luft after more. And J intreat the Prayers 
of all that love the Lorp Jesus, particularly for them, that 
Gop would keep them from being tempted toSin, or fupport 
and deliver them when tempted. They manifeft greatSorrow 
of Heart, for their Brethren and Kin{f-Men according to the 
Flefh, when they hear of their drinking and quarrelling. 
GOD appears leading them farther and farther into the 
Extenfrvene/s of his gracious Covenant in CHRIST ; that they 
are bringing their Children more & more, & offering them up 
tothe Lorn. One with good old Abraham, offered up his 
whole Houfheld ; his own Children and two adcpted Children. 
And GOD feems to be pouring out his Bleffing upon their 
Offspring : many littleOnes feem full of Love and Sweetne(s. 
Ever fince the Lord has been gracioufly among the Judians 
manifefting his Power and Glory ; they have been defirous 
of aSchool among them, that theirChildren and all fuch as can, 
might learn to read. And it has been what my Thoughts 
and Endeavours have been much exercifed upon. But the 
Powers of Darknefs have hitherto ftood fo in the Way, that 
but lietle has been done to Purpofe. The honourable and 
reverend the ComMIssIONERS for the /ndion Affairs have 
given Encouragement to afift in that Affair, if any Scheme 
was laid, and Matter propofed, which fhould be a Ground 
of Encouragement to them. But] have been nonplus’d in 
all my Attempts hitherto,to ripen fucha Thing, fo as to put 
it forward withanyProfpect of Succefs. All that we have been 
able yet to do, isto employ an Jndian Woman to keep School 
ina Wigwam, where the teaches a Number of the Children 
to read ;_ but it is vaftly fhort of that Ufefulnefs as is need- 
ful among them, and as it appears more than probable, it 
D 2 would 
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would be, if there was'a School erefted amonp'them. ‘The 
End of my inferting this Account is, to excite fach as wifh, the 
Profperity of Zion to Thou ghtfulne/s, and all fuch’ Bxdeavorirs 
as they may be dire&ted unto, to affift in bringing this Defign 
to pafs, that the Work of GOD may not be hindred, by the 
W ant of fuch a neceffary Help. | |

Accordingly — 
they, from time to time, affifted the Miffionaries there with 

Money, a Printing Prefs, Paper, and other Neceffaries, (a; 
they were enabled) till the Year 1728 5 when, upona Pro. ~ 
fal made by the Reverend Mr. Schultze, one of the Dani 
ifionaries, to rernove to Fort St. George, and there begin 

‘a new Miffion, for the Converfion of the Heathen at Adadra;, 
the Society apn ce — _ . Tay ae at an 
: e that did then;far exceed t ity,trufting to the 
renar aes and Blefling of Almighty GOD: which Expence 
has been fince greatly increafed by the Addition of two Mi/i- 
enaries ; and will be more by fuch extraordinary Charges as 
mutt neceflarily attend the Enlargement of the Miffion to 
Cudulore near Fort St. David, (another Englih Settlement) 
‘which has b<en fince'made by the Society. However, the 
Society chearfully rely. upon the fame wife and gracious Pro- 
vidence, which has hitherto wonderfully profpered this, and 
all other their Undertakings, to raife up fuch a trueChriftian 
Spirit, as will abundantly fupply ‘whatever Money fhall be 
wanting to carry on fo pious and glorious a Defign, as that of 
enlarging the Kingdom of ‘fe/us Chriff upon Earth. But the 
prefent State of this Miffion may be feen in the Appenaix

the Society received feveral Letters from their Miffionaries 
and Correfpondents in aff India ; and by that from the 
‘ Reverend Mr. Schultze, their Miffionary at Adadras near 
Fort St. George, dated the 29th of January 1741,2. they 
hear, ‘© That by the Kent, Captain Rob/on, he had received 
their Favour of March 30th 1741: but as the Ship did not 
| touch at Fort St. George, none of the Goods fent over to the 
Miffion were then come to him.’’ ‘He at the fame time in- 
forms them, ‘© That the Exg/if Mifhon there was in much 
the fame State as the Year before : and that the Number of 
Children in the School, kept gratis, amounts to thirty.’

‘* That fome of the Youths, who had been wholly inftructed 
in that School, were now able to perform the Duty of 
Schoolmafters and Catechifts; that three of them continued 
with him, and were afiftant to him in one or other of thefe 
Refpeéts: and that a“ fourth was gone upon the like Service | 
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to the Miffion atZranguebar.”” <«* That befides theirMiffion 
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School in the Adalabarian Tongue, they have begun to keep 


up a little Portuguefe one for the poor Proteftant Children 
that come from Palliacatte and Sadras.. That a certain Na- 
tive of Borear,, near Tranguebar, together with his Wife, 
having been converted to Chriftianity by che Opportunities 
they. inet, with at Fort. St..George 5. and.afterwards ( far ine; 
ftruéted as to be able to teach, and.do the Daty of, a Cate~ 
chift, had’been fome Years with them in the Miffion in that 
Capacity. But having a mind to go and fee his Relations at 
Tranquebar, as foon as he came to Nagapatnam, the Dutch 
Minifter there chofe him to the fame Office among the Black 
Chriftians. in that Town.’* He concludes with Withes 
<¢ that.it may gia God to ¢outinue his Favours to the. 
People in,that Country, and enable the Society to be the In, 
ftruments thereof.”’ 

With this Letter, Mr. Schultze fends an Account of his 
Receipts and Difburfements for the Service of the Miffion at 
Madras, for the Year 1741. , 

_ The Reverend John Ernef? Guifter, and Fobn Zechary 
Kiernander, . Miffionaries at Cudulore near Fort $t.David’s, . 
by their joint Letter of 8thSeptember,1 741, fignify ; <*That 
they had received, on the 24th of -‘Fuly, the Society’sFavour 
of 6th February, 1741,2. but none of a later Date, either 
from England or Germany ; the latter Ships not being then . 
arrived. ‘* That they had now fent a Journal of their 
Proceedings for the firft fix Months of that Year; together 
with the Minutes of their Conferences for that Time. And 
that as one of the Ships was appointed to fail from Madras 
in O&ober next, they would write again ; expecting, before 
that Time, to receive the Money and otherThings defigned 
them from Europe.’? Accordingly, They in two otherLet-. 
ters, both dated the 19th January 1741,2. acquaint. the So- 
ciety, ‘*. That the Favour of theirs of Mar. 30. 174.1.was 
then come fafe to them, along with the Invoice : and, that 
tho’ the Ships had been fo long retarded by Wind and Wea- 
ther, yet it was thought they would foon arrive at Madras ; 
from whence they fhould hope to have, in a little while 
afterwards, the Money and Things mentioned in the In- 
voice.”’. ** That they had now convey’d to Madras the 
Journal and Conference Minutes for the latter fix Months
